SOLDIER PAY 

Letter writers to the press complain. that the 
We 
agree with them, but it might be news to know that 
Canadian soldier pay is the highest with one excep- 
tion, The private’s pay in Australia is $62.10:a month; 
in Canada $35; in the U.S.A. $21; in Britain $12.20; in 
Russia $4; in Germany 21.60; in Italy $2; in Japan 37 
cents. Undtr the new scale already approved by the 
U.S, Senate, the starting pay of the common soldier 


will be raised from the present $21 a month to $42 a 
month, 


Canadian soldier is not sufficiently well paid. 


Some interesting connotations are present, and 
are here offered with no thought of objecting to the 
Canadian soldiers being paid more than the present 
$35 a month. 


Under International agreement, prisoners of war 
may be employed at work unrelated to war opera- 
tions ahd shall, in the absence of other agreement, 
receive rates of pay in accord with those in force for 
the natioal army of the captor country, They are en- 
titled also to housing. food and clothing on the same 
footin gas the national army. The Canadian soldier 
capured by Japan is destined to a hard and unaccus- 
tomed lot, whereas the Japanese soldier held by 
Australian or American forces may fare better than 
he ever did at home in peace-time. 


These thing reveal the difficulties of finding a 
standard fair to all peoples in international agree- 
ments affecting treatment of prisoners of war and 
alien enemies. And one may ponder whether Japan- 
ese morale would be affected by the knowledge 
throughout the army that capture would mean, ac- 
eording to Japanese standards, “The life of Riley.” 


Liberty can triumph if we fight for it. But 
unless we fight for it with all our strength, with all 
our discipline and putting all selfish interests behind 
us, it will perish and this pleasant life we have 
‘known, in which we have been so free to grow, and 
expand and change, will be turned into a routine 
slavery without, that vital creative spark which can 
only live in freedom.
